COMPLAINT 

The plaintiff United States of America, pursuant to the provisions of 26 U.S.C. § 7401, 
with the authorization of a delegate of the Secretary of the Treasury and at the direction of a 
delegate of the Attorney General of the United States, brings this civil action to collect the tax 
liabilities of defendants Jerome Antonino and Jeanne Antonino. 

1. This Court has jurisdiction over this civil action pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1345 and 
26 U.S.C. § 7402(a). 

2. Defendants Jerome Antonino and Jeanne Antonino live within the jurisdiction of 
the Court. 

3. Venue in the Eastern District of New York is proper because that is where the 
defendants reside and the tax liabilities arose. 

4. A delegate of the Secretary of the Treasury made assessments against Jerome 
Antonino and Jeanne Antonino jointly for federal income taxes, penalties, and interest, for the 
following periods and in the following amounts, which have balances due with accruals and 
costs as of May 15, 2019, as follows:

5. A delegate of the Secretary of the Treasury duly issued notices of the liabilities 
described in paragraph 4 to, and made demand for payment upon, Jerome Antonino and Jeanne 
Antonino. 

6. Despite the notices of the liabilities and demands for payment, Jerome Antonino 
and Jeanne Antonino have failed, neglected, or refused to pay in full the liabilities for the tax 
years described in paragraph 4, and after the application of all abatements, payments, and credits, 
they remain indebted, jointly and severally, to the United States of America for those tax periods 
in the total amount of $125,007.42, plus statutory additions from May 15, 2019.

WHEREFORE, the plaintiff United States of America prays that this Court: 


1. Enter judgment in its favor against defendants Jerome Antonino and Jeanne 
Antonino, jointly and severally, for income tax liabilities for the years 2008, 2016, and 2017 in 
the sum of $125,007.42, as of May 15, 2019, plus interest and other statutory additions from and 
after May 15, 2019, including interest pursuant to 26 U.S.C. §§ 6601, 6621, and 6622, and 28 
U.S.C. § 1961(c). 

2. Grant the United States such other and further relief, including costs of this 
action, as the Court deems just and equitable.
